The Sierra Madre News was founded on 
Oct. 2, 1906, and the first paper was printed Oct. 
11, 1906, with R.T. Cowles as proprietor. That 
was a year before the city was incorporated. 
first issue was four pages, about the size of a 
magazine. Subscriptions were $1.50 per year. 

On Oct. 2, 1980, Jan Reed published the 
first newspaper after purchasing the Sierra Madre 
News from R. Robert Evans. 

The paper has changed hands quite often 
during its 88-year history. In 1907, C. W. Hill 
took over as editor and a year later, George 
Morgridge was owner. 

L. R. (Larry) Goshorn was the popular 
owner 22 years later, starting on Mar. 7, 1930. 
The Clifford Wards Sr. bought the paper in 1944 
and owned it until 1949 when Mrs. Ward took 
over the reins after her husband’s death. Two 
years later, she sold The News to Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter Ward. _ 

Virginia and Edgar W. Jenkinson purchased 
the paper on Sept. 1, 1953. Five years later, the 
paper changed hands to Harry W. Elwood with 
William F. Thomas as associate editor. 

The Ed Herwigs bought the Sierra Madre 
News on Jan. 1, 1960, and two years later, R. 
Robert Evans purchased the paper. After selling

the paper to Jan Reed in 1980, he continued to 
live in Sierra Madre until his death in March, 
1992. His widow, Carrie Evans, still resides here. 

The first paper was published with a hand 
press. In 1909, the two-revolution cylinder press 
weighing 4000 pounds was installed. In 1947, the 
fancy Miehle flat bed double revolution press was 
installed by Clifford Chester Ward Sr., publisher 
and editor from 1944 to 1949. 

In 1980, the old Miehle was retired and 
since then the paper has been printed by the more 
up-to-date offset method. Foothill American 
Printers in Tujunga, owned by Doris Horwith and 
her sons, are responsible for printing the paper 
each week. 

The old Miehle was given to a printer in 
Fresno several years ago. The two Intertype 
linotype machines were given to Sierra Madreans, 
Jeff and Richard Ward and Bob Licher. We 
believe that they are still used. ALleast, we hope 
soT 

At first, we went to photo-typesetting, a 
method of setting the type for the paper, until we 
transferred to computer over a year ago. The 
News is still the center of job printing in Sierra 
Madre, also, for all of those people who want to 
order flyers, brochures, newsletters, business 


ctu'ds, to name just a few. 

Things have changed dramatically at The 
News since the old hand press. 

The Sierra Madre News was not always in 
Kersting Court. At first it was pubished on Esper- 
anza, then on S. Baldwin, and in 1908, it moved- 
to "Kersting Building," its present location. 

There,have been several columns in The 
News over the years. Mr. Evans called his column 
"Out of the Cobwebs," then was known as "Car¬ 
rot Top" because of his red hair. 

Virginia Jenkinson called her column This 
World" and Tommy Ann Miller called hers 
"Around the Square." Bill Wark authored "On the 
Trails" and Lee Shippey called his "What Do You 
Think," while Toni Maurin called the Hastings 
Ranch section "Villa Views." Then there was 
"Jottings Here and There" and "Some Words 
From Others" and, finally, since we are located 
directly under a very large and old pepper tree, 
we call our column "Under the Pepper Tree." 
John Gregory suggested the name and it seemed 
so appropriate that it has remained for 14 years. 

The News has also been affectionately called 
"The Squeak" for many years. No amount of 
research reveals why. 

We’ve had many other columns in The 


News. Gertrude Gerke (who supplied much of the 
above research) wrote "Notes From the Attic" for 
years. We had a comic strip called "Sara Madre" 
for a while, and now we have several guest col¬ 
umns: "Letters from Home" by John Henry; 
"Books Etc." by Margaret Duran, "Out and 
About" by Dick Rogers, "Arboretum Walks" by 
Peggy Stewart; "On Stage" by Mary Cogswell 
Baum; Barry Schwam’s "Call an Expert" column; 
Harry Martin’s history column; "Jill’s Biblio-file" 
by Jill Adler; "To See Or Not To See" by Ash- 
leigh Katz; Dorothy Denne’s "Coffee" column; 
"Travels Aboard Phoenix One" by Megan Ed¬ 
wards; and "Arcadia Scene" by JoAnn Scott. We 
also provide room tor both the Fire and Police 
Departments to report their weekly service calls. 
And Loren and Albert Metzger and Jim Lonborg 
provide the weather report each week. The minis¬ 
ters in the surrounding areas also have space in 
which to outline sermons. 

Although Phyllis Chapman does not have a 
column, per .se, she provides the paper with many 
wonderful historical pieces. 

Some of the columns described above are 
not weekly columns. The News has more editorial 
pieces than many weekly newspapers.,

Queen Aliya is a 
good organizer and will keep this fame in perspec¬ 
tive. She decided to try out for Queen several 
weeks ago in order to obtain a ticket to the big 
dance. As the competition escalated, Aliya kept 
winning until, finally, Tuesday morning, she 
became Queen. 

The month-long selection process is based 
on a combination of qualities, including public 
speaking ability, poise, academic achievement, 
conununity involvement and personality. 

Immediately after she was selected she told

History of the 
Sierra Madre News 

Someone said. "You havts to know 
where you've been to know where you're 
going ' I guess th at applies to the S ierr a 
Madre News wTiose owner. Jan Reed, cele¬ 
brates 14 years of owning the paper today. 
Thursday, Oct. 20. in Kersting Court. Traffic 
will be stopped about 4 p.m. to set up for the 
party that starts at 5:30 p.m. in Kersting 
Court where there will be music, food, 
guests, and lots of fun. 

The Ne^’s is not the first paper in Sierra 
Madre, even though it is now the adjudicated 
paper. N. C. Carter founded the first paper, 
called the Sierra Madre Vista, in 1883, and it 
was taken over by Lucius House in 1888. The 
forerunner of The News was turned out by 
hand press on South Baldwin. 

The Valley Vista started publication in 
1899. Other newspapers that have been pub¬ 
lished in Sierra Madre are The Clarion in the 
late ’60.S and the Sentinel, published in the 
late ’70s. 

The Sierra Madre News was founded on 
Oct. 2, 1906, and published several days 
later. It has been published weeky since that 
date. 

There was another newspaper, founded 
by, Fred Wesley, one of our Planning Com¬ 
missioners. As a child he founded the Sierra 
Madre Weekly Gazette on Sept. 16. 1962. 
This celebrated paper came out every Wed- 
ne.sday, hand-delivered, and cost 3 cents a 
copy. 

Circulation was 20, and the fifth grade 
student used a hectograph to print it. Others 
on .staff were Charles Hahn, chief reporter 
and managing editor; a Philippe (?) who was 
transcript editor; Tom Goodall, reporter and 
editor; Neal Skarin, assisting managing editor; 
Steve Abernethy, assistant chief reporter and 
managing editor; Randy Chuk, reporter with 
Steve Abernethy as assistant chief and report¬ 
er and editor; Rosemary Wesley, paper deliv¬ 
ery girl; Lisa Sugmiller, Paul Pulison and 
Margaret Hahn, reporters; and Terry Cald¬ 
well, secretary. 

What a masthead. Compare it with that 
of the Sierra Madre News that was founded in 
1906.

Sunday, Oct. 30, at 2 p.m.. Day of the 


Dead will be celebrated at The Arboretum. 
Dr. Jim Bauml, senior botani.st, will speak on 
"Aztecs, Marigolds and Day of the Dead," 
bringing to life the origins, uses and symbol¬ 
ism of the marigold dating back to Aztec 
times and touching on the humor connected 
with Day of the Dead offerings. Part of the 
celebration involves placing offerings associat¬ 
ed with the deceased on special altars con¬ 
structed for the festival. 

The public is invited to bring flowers, 
photos or nonperishable food as offerings to 
place on the altar between 1:45 and 2 p.m. on 
Sunday.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

My veterinarian just removed a tumor from 
my dog's mammary gland. It was benign but 
he told me that spaying her when she was 
young may have prevented it from occurring. 
Is this true? 

Yes. It has been shown that female dogs 
spayed before their first or second heat have 
a significantly less chance of developing 
mammary tumors. Dogs that are spayed after 
their second heat have about a twenty to 
twenty-five percent chance of developing 
mammary tumors later in life. Since fifty 
percent of all mammary tumors are 
malignant, this is significant. So keep in 
mind if you're not going to use your dog for 
breeding it is best to have her spayed before 
her first heat cycle.

Have you ever 
stopped to think about 
how we humans are the 
only creatures in the 
universe (as far as we 
know) that use our 
language to express a 
symbolic representation 
of a person, place or 
thing? In other words, 
as we speak, the sounds 
we make represent the 
objects, places, and 
people, plus all other 
things that are a'part of 
our lives for the past, 
present, and future. 
This is different than 
even the most complex 
sounds made from the 
highest forms of animal 
life. They can only 
make sounds that 
communicate their 
immediate needs; such 
as locations of food, 
shelter, or approaching 
danger. 

But like us, they can 
also express emotional 
feeling. This seems to 
be a trait of all the 
higher forms of animal 
life.

Another example would 
be the "meow" of a cat, 
thus the word, meow.

And there’s the 
"Sing-Song Theory," 
which proposes that our 
speech came from 
primitive chants and 
noises we made while 
dancing around some 
sort of idol. 


But 1 have my own 
theory. 1 call it the 
"Blah, Blah Theory" 
and, according to me, 
our language developed 
with a kind of "hit-and- 
miss" attempt to 
communicate wit,h one 
another. We would talk 
and talk, saying 
whatever came to mind, 
and if something made 
sense to the other 
person, the word would 

stick. Thus, 1 call it 
Barry’s "Blah, Blah 
Theory." 


Or, how about the 
famous /"Yo-He-Ho 
Theory"? This one’s a 
classicvft suggests that 
our /language began 
wh6n man had heavy 
physical labors to 
perform and in 
utterance of his 
displeasure he would 
say, "Yo-He-Yo" as he 
toted a barge, or lifted a 
bale. Interestingly, this 
phrase was used in the 
motion picture The 
Wizard of Oz when all 
the winged monkeys 
were marching back to 
the wicked witch’s 
castle. 


Well, my space has 
run out so I’ll leave you 
with this challenge: the 
next time you enter into 
a conversation with 
someone, start talking 
utter nonsense (on 
purpose, 1 mean) and 
see if you don’t open up 
a whole new realm of 
communication. You’ll 
never know unless you 
try...

Seismology, has special 
significance in relation 
to Donny Osmond; I 
will leave it with you as 
to whether you will 
print it immediately or 
withhold it suspenseful 
for a week.

The acting, singing, 
choreography and sets 
all combine to almost 
overwhelm the senses 
with their excellence. 
This is the type of play 
that can be seen again 
and again (and I have, 
this being my third trip 
to Chicago to see it)...it 
never gets stale. There 
is always something 
new to be discovered, 
nuances 4hat were 
missed in the previous 
viewings. It is by turns 
hilarious, historically 
accurate (well, sort of), 
and, especially in the 
imprisonment scene, 
very moving. It is 
always flawlessly exe¬ 
cuted and staged. 

This production, 
which started in Van¬ 
couver, B.C., in the 
summer of 1992, is 
running through the end 
of the year at the histor¬ 
ic Chicago Theater, 


IcKated at 175 N. State 
Street in Chicago and 
has become the longest 
running play in the 
hi.story of that city. 
From there it moves to 
Minneapolis for several 
months, before continu¬ 
ing on to Toronto and 
Hawaii. Anyone plan¬ 
ning a trip to any of 
these cities should make 
every effort to see it. 
The current production 
is expected to run for a 
total of another two and 
one half years, accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Osmond.
